There are several excellent sites for 
residences on the mountain side, and it 
IB believed that these will be utilized 
later by placing upon them bungalows 
for the officers who may be etatiomed 
at the post.

Business Men Plan1 Holiday With 


Great Meeting and Many 


Features, 


A feast on one day and a hanging the 


next will be the run of events at Oahu 
prison on Christmas Day and on the 
day following. All the details of the 
former have already been arranged and 
the only work to be done on the prep- 
aration for the latter is that of setting 
up the scaffold and connecting a few 
electric wires. 


Tanbara, the Jap murderer, as now 


arranged, must meet his death at 10:30 
o'clock on the morning following Christ- 
mas. A few minutes before that time, 
wearing a new suit of black clothes, a 
pair of well polished boots, starched 
collar and cuffs, and made as cleap as 
can be, he -will be marched forth from 
his cell and mount the scaffold. This 
latter will be located under the famous 
algaroba tree in the courtyard of Oahu 
prison. There will be a small party 
present to witness the hanging but all 
prisoners will be locked in their cells. 
An officer has been detailed to mount 
the scaffold with Tanbara, put on the 
"black cap" and adjust the rope. 
A 


Japanese clergyman may also be pres- 
ent to give the doomed man a few com- 
forts while on the scaffold. When all 
is ready and the man is standing on the 
trap of the scaffold a bell will be touch- 
ed and three men in an enclosure in De 
another portion of the prison will each 
touch an electric button. Only one of 
these buttons will send out a current 
and.none of the men in the enclosure 
will know which one caused the con- 
nection that in a moment's time will 
have sent Tanbara to his death. The 
electric current will release the trap so 
that a second will show Tanbara swing- 
ing dead, beneath the scaffold. 


The scaffolding has all been 
over- 


hauled and. everything is in readiness 
so that it can be erected in a couple of 
hours' time.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 3.—The major- 


ity of the Committee on Territories has 
agreed to report a bill for the admis- 
sion of Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
as one State under the name of Okla- 
homa. 
New JVlexlco and Arizona are 


not In the bill. 


The bill authorizes the Inhabitants of 


the two Territories to adopt a State 
Constitution defining the status of the 
Indians as follows: 


"Nothing contained in the said Con- 


stitution shall be construed to limit or 
impair the rights of person or property 
pertaining to the Indians of said Ter- 
ritories so long as such rights shall re- 
main unextingulshed, or to limit or to 
affect the authority of the Government 
of the United States to make any law 
or regulation respecting such Indians, 
their lands, property or other rights 
which it would have been competent to 
make if this act had never passed." 


Indians are made eligible to become 


delegates to the Constitutional Conven- 
tion. The Statehood Convention is to 
be held at the seat of Government in 
Oklahoma Territory. 
Among the dec- 


larations prescribed for the proposed 
State is one "fovever prohibiting polyg- 
amous or plural marriages." 


The new State is to be allowed four 


Representatives in Congress until the 
next census and also is to have two 
United States Senators. The State Is 
to be divided Into two judicial districts.

Hawaii has not been known to the 


world very many years, but during 
that time a King of whom she .may 
well be proud has reigned over the land, 
a King who would compare very favorr , 
ably with the monarcha of more en- 
lightened nations, Kameharaeha V.,; 
who ascended the throne of the Ha- 
waiian Islands upon the death of Ka- 
mehameha IV. In 1863. 


Before ascending the throne Kameha- 


meha V. had acted as Minister of the 
Interior under Kamehameha IV. He 
had a very strong will, so that he was 
not Minister in name alone, but at-! 
tended faithfully to the duties of hte 
office. 
Upon the death of his brother, Ka-« 


mehameha IV., Kamehameha V. show- 
ed his strong will. He persuaded his 
sister, Victoria, to give up ascending 
the throne, and In a few hours had him- 
self proclaimed as King. He declined 
to take an oath to the Constitution,*

he understood the use of Hav-'aiian 
medicines he did not

It has been said that Kamehameha 


V. did not care to appoint Hawalians 
to positions of honor, and that when 
asked for his reasons he kept s'lent. 
This was not the case, as he really de- 
sirod to place the Hawaiians In offices 
of honor, but he felt that few of them 
wprp capable of holding those offices, 
as he once told Lunalilo, when he ask- 
ed him why he did not place more Ha- 
waiians In the higher offices. The King 
replied: "Cousin, you and the natives 
have only yourselves to thank for not 
b"lng in these offices. You know very 
wpll, cousin, that you could have the 
highest office In the kingdom that is in 
my gift, if you would only keep straight 
and attend to business." Lunalilo re- 
plied, "I know it." The King then said: 
"Cousin, when I first came 
to the 


throne, I tried filling the higher offices 
with Hawaiians, and the first thing I 
knew the men were too big for their 
offices. I found they were keeping too 
many people around them, and drink- 
ing too much and not attending to their 
dvties. 
Soon the government money 


was missing, and so I quietly put my 
hand In my pocket and 
repaid 
the 


money to the government, and dropped 
those persons and put in their places 
men who would not disgrace the coun- 
try by drinking and squandering the 
govprnment money. There are plenty 
of natives who know enough and are 
smart enough to perform the duties of 
a gieat many of these offices, but it is 
hard to find one who will not be upset 
after a while by being put Into office, 
ard disgrace himself and the nation. 
I fet-1 that it is too bad that it is so. 
but, cousin, you know it is true." Lu- 
nalilo replied: "Yes, it is so." 


Though Kamehameba had been in the 


habit of drinking a good deal in his 
younger days, he was quite temperate 
before he came to the throne, and was 
more and more so as long as he lived, 
and would never screen his servants 
when they got drunk or broke the laws.

LITTLE IS 


A Hilo Jurisjf Finally 


Gets Favorable 


Ruling. 


Judge Little of Hilo was sustained 


by the Supreme Court yesterday. The 
decision was rendered In a horse case 
from the Rainy City, which is entitled 
Ikeda and Kubo vs. Hoe Lungan, ac- 
tion for damages caused to plaintiff's 
wagon by defendant's horse. "The 
horse was a wild one," says the Su- 
preme Court In an opinion by 'Justice 
Perry. "The defendant was riding it 
for the first time, and, indeed, had 
never ridden any horse. 
He was 


thrown, and then the horse ran Into 
the wagon. This was sufficient for a 
prima facie case against the defend- 
ant" 
The defendant holds that there was 


not sufficient evidence to support a 
verdict for plaintiff,' as found by the 
circuit judge. 


The syllabus Is as follows: 
Appeal dismissed, there being no evl- 


d^nce to support the finding, of the Cir- 
cuit Judge In a law case • appealed to 
him from the District Magistrate.

Serious trouble 
threatens us if we cannot do better than 
we are now doing as regards securing the 
services of a sufficient number of the high- 
est type of sallormen, of sea mechanics. 
The veteran seamen of our warships are 
of as1 high a type as can be found fa any 
navy which rides the waters of the world. 
They are unsurpassed In daring, in reso- 
lution. In readiness. In thorough knowl- 
edge of their profession. They deserve ev- 
ery consideration that can be shown them. 
But there are not enough of them. It Is 
no more possible to Improvise a crew than 
It Is possible to Improvise a warship. To 
build the finest ship, with the deadliest 
battery, and to send It afloat with a. raw 
crew, no matter how brave they were In- 
dividually, would be to Insure disaster if a 
foe of average capacity -were encountered. 
Neither ships nor men can be improvised 
when war has begun. 


We need a thousand additional officers 


In order to properly man the ships now 
provided for and under construction. The 
classes at the naval school at Annapolis 
should be grftitly enlarged. At the same 
time that we thus add the officers where 
we need them, we should facilitate the re- 
tirement of those at the head of the llpt 
whose usefulness has become Impaired. 
Promotion must be fostered If the service 
Is to be kept efficient. 


The lamentable scarcity of officers and 
the large number of recruits and of un- 
skilled men necessarily put aboard the 
new vessels as they have been commis- 
sioned has thrown upon our officers, and 
especially on the lieutenants and junior 
grades, unusual labor and fatigue and has 
gravely strained their powers of endur- 
ance.

In view of the caplul importtnce ot tbeJ^_. 
un l commcDd them to the earnest coniidentlon' 
of the congren, and U th* congrm find* diffi- 
culty In dealing with them from lack of thorough 
knowledge of the subject I recommend that pro- 
vision be made for a commlsdon of enwrti toe- 
dally to investigate and report upon the com- 
plicated questions involred. 


I especially urge upon the congreH the naed of 
wise legislation for Alaska. 
It it not to oar 


credit H a nation that Alaska, which ha* beat 
oun for thirty-live yean, should itlll have aa poor 
a system of laws aa ii the ease. Ko country bat 
a more valuable possession In mineral wealth, in 
fisheries, furs, forests and also in land available 
lor certain kinds ot farming and «to'ck growing. 
It u t territory of great size nnd" varied re- , 
•onrcei, well fitted to support a luge permanent 
population. 
Alaaki needa a good land law and 


§uch prorisloni for homesteads and pre-emptions 
aa will encourage permanent settlement. 
We 


ehould shape legislation with a view Dot to the 
exploiting and abandoning ot the territory but 
to the building up of homes therein. The land 
law» should be liberal In type, ao aa to hold out 
inducements to the actual aettler whom we mo«t 
desire to Me take possession of the country. Hie 
forests of Alaska Should be protected, jnd, as a 
secondary but still important matter, the game 
also, and at the same time it U imperative that 
the settlers should be allowed to cut timber, un- 
der proper regulations, for their own use. 
Laws 


should be enacted to protect the Alaskan salmon 
fisheries against the greed which would destroy 
th«m. They should be pr-served as a permanent 
Industry and food supply. 
Their management 


and control should be turned over to the commis- 
sion of fish and fisheries. Alaska should have a 
delegate in the congresf. It would be well if a 
congressional committee could visit Alaska and 
investigate its needs on the ground. 


In dealing with the Indians our aim should be 


their ultimate absorption into the body of our 
people, but in many cases this absorptLn must 
and should be very slow. In portions of the In- 
dian Territory the mixture of blood has gone on 
at the same time with progress in wealth and 
education, so that there are plenty of men with 
varying degrees of pusjty of Indian blood who 
are absolutely indistinguishable in point of social, 
political and economic ability from their white 
associates. There are other tribes which have at 
yet made no perceptible advance toward such 
equality. To try to tore* suet tribes too fast it 
to prevent their going forward at all. Moreover, 
the tribes live under widely different conditions. 
Where a tribe has made considerable advance and 
lives on fertile farming soli it is possible to allot 
the members lands in serenity much as is the 
case with white settlers. There are other tribes 
where such a course is not desirable. 
On -the 


arid prairie lands the effort should be to induce 
the Indians to lead pastoral rather than agricul- 
tural lives and to permit them to settle rn vil- 
lages rather than to force them into isolation. 


The large Indian schools situated remote from 


any Indian reservation do a special and peculiar, 
work of great importance; but, excellent though 
thesa arc, sn immense amount of additional work 
must be done on the reservations themselvet 
among the old, and, above all, among the young 
Indians. 


The flrst and most important step toward the 


absorption of the Indian is to teach him to earn 
his living, yet it is not necessarily to be assumed 
that in each community all Indians must become 
either tillers of the soil or rtock raisers. Their 
industries may properly be diversified, and those 
who show special desire or adaptability for indus- 
trial or even commercial pursuits should be en- 
couraged so far as practicable to follow out each 
his own bent. 


Every effort should be made to develop the In- 


dian along the lines of natural aptitude and to 
encourage the existing native industries peculiar 
to certain tribes, such as the various kinds ol 
basket weaving, canoe building, smith work and 
blanket work. 
Above all, the Indian boys and 
girls should be given confident command of col- 
loquial English and should ordinarily be prepared 
for a vigorous struggle with the conditions under 
which their people live rather than for immedi- 
ate absorption into some more highly developed 
community.. 


The officials who represent the government iu 


dealing with the Indians work under hard condi- 
tions and also under conditions which render it 
easy to do wrong and very difficult to detect 
wrong. Consequently they should be amply paid 
on the one hand, and on the other hand a par- 
ticularly high standard of conduct should be de- 
manded from them, and where misconduct can b< 
proved the punishment should be exemplary. 


In no department of governmental work in re- 


cent years has there been greater success than 
in that of giving scientific aid to the farming 
population, thereby showing them how most effi- 
ciently to help themselves. There is no need ol 
insisting upon its importance, for the welfare of 
the fanner is fundamentally necessary to the 
wi-lfnre of the republic as a whole. 
In addition 


to such v.-ork as quarantine against animal and 
vegetable plaiues, and warring against them when 
here introduced, much efficient help has been ren- 
drred to the farntter by the introduction of new 
plants specially fitted for cultivation under the 
peculiar conditions existing in different portions 
of the country. New cereals have been established 
in the semiarid west. For instance, the prarti- ; 
c-ability of producing the best types of macaroni 
wheats in regions of an annual rainfall of only 
u-n inches or thereabout has been conclusively 
demonstrated. 
Through the introduction of new 


rices in Louisiana and Texas the production ol 
rice in this country has been made to about equal 
the home demand. 
In the southwest the possibil- 


ity of r.-irrassiag overstocked range lands has been 
demonstrated; in the north many new forage 
crops have been introduced, while in the east it 
has been shown that some of our choicest fruite 
can be stored and shipped in such a way as tc 
find a profitable market abroad. 


I a^ain recommend to the favorable considera- 


tion of the congress the plans of the Smithsonian 
institution for making the museum under it! 
charge worthy of the nation and for preserving 
at the national capital not only records of the 
vanishing races of men, but of the animals of thi) 
continent which, like the buffalo, will soon be- 
come extinct unless specimens from which theii 
representatives may be renewed are sought in 
their native regions and maintained there in 
safety.

The District of Columbia is the only part o! 


our territory in which the national government 
exercises local or municipal functions and when 
in consequence the government has a free hand 
in reference to certain types of social and eco- 
nomic legislation which must be essentially local 
or municipal in their character. The government 
should see to it, for instance, that the hygienic 
and sanitary legislation affecting Washington is 
of a high character. The evils of slum dwellings, 
whether in the shape of crowded and congested 
tenement house districts or of the back alley 
type, should never b* permitted to grow Tap in 
Washington. The city should be a model in every 
irspect for all the cities of the country. The 
cliariUble and correctional systems of the Dis- 
trict should receive consideration at the hands of 
the congress to the end thai they may embody 
the results of the most advanced thougnt in these 
fields. Moreover, while Washington is not a great 
industrial city, there is some industrialijtn here, 
and our labor lefrislation, while it would not be 
Important in itself, might b« made a model for 
the rest of the nation.
